TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. ' 

Sin,—It seems’ to me that the time has 
come when some definite rules should be laid 
‘down by whoever is responsible for our

his lawful occasions, thinks that, if he 
scunds his horn blatafitly enough, he is under 
no obligation to reduce his speed, or adopt 
any other preceution to ensyre the ‘safety 
of the objectionable pedestrian. In fact, it 
may to-day be taken as axiomatic that, once 
the motorist has sounded his horn, the road 
is his and the pedestrian who dares to use 
it does so at his own peril. Similarly, where 
streets intersect, the motorist, having emitted 
a howl or shriek, which may be construed 
either as a menace or a warning, considers 
himself at liberty to dash across the inter- 
section without the slightest regard for the 
safety of other road-users who mey be in 
the vicinity. 

During the last few weeks, as niy own car 
has been in dry dock, Í have been compelled 
to adopt the rhe of the pedestrian. The perils 
of the streets, both by night-and day, have 
been brought so very forcibly before me 
that I am compelled to put to you, Bir, and, 
through you, to the proper authorities a few 
questions :— 

What, if any, rights has the pedestrian 
vis-d-vis the motorist? 

If I wish to cross the street at a recognised 
crossing place, am I legajly debarred from 
doing so if a motorist utters a menacing 
blast on his horn? , 

If a continyous stream of cars, "buses and 
trams is pouring along the north side of 
Merrion square, en route to the suburbs, 
am I, as @ pedestrian, to consider myself 
as no longer entitled to a reasonable use 
of the road? | 

lí a group of timid little children wish 
to cross the road on iheir way to or from 
school, must they stand patiently waiting— 
gó in heayy ráin—till the tide of trafhie 
as passed by’ Im other words, have little 
children no rights vis-dewis the motors and 
“buses ? — ' 

Í hope that anyone who does me the 
ponour of reading this etter will not get 
the idea that I am an anti-motorist fanatic. 
I have been an owner of motor cars for 
nearly thirty years, but I am also a visiting 
surgeon to one of our largest city hospitals, 
and when one sees a lovely little girl of 
eight brought into the hospital with one 
foot torn bodily off and the other hanging 
by mere strips of skin and flesh, a young 
woman of twenty-two carried in with a 
fractured pelvis and several fractures of the 
spine, an elderly man with a fracture of the 
thigh that, if he lives, with leave him lamed 
for life, one is compelled to put the question 
to one’s self: Are these tragedies absolutely 
inevitable; are they the price which we must 
pay for progress’? It would be sheer 
cowardice to accept such dicta, They are not 
inevitable, and they are not the necessary 
price of progress. Ninety-five per cent. of 
these who drive motor cars are thoughtful, 
kindly, courteous people, who have no desire 
to kill or injure anyone, and merely use the 
machines as instruments of their business; 
but there does exist a small minority, who, 
let us hope, largely through sheer ignorance 
or inexperience, expose themselves and those 
around them to imminent peril, There is a 
still smaller class, the most dangerous of 
all, who have so much confidence in their 
own skill as drivers that thev take, and 
impose upon others, the most appalling risks 
in «driving their cars, Jast comes the most 
objectionable type of all, the bully of the 
road, who, believing himself to be quite safe, 
takes delight in frightening timid people bv 
first bellowing at them with a raucous 
electric horn, and then, with an imbecile 
grin on his idiotic fac’; dashes past his 
victim at fifty miles an hour. 

In the early days of the railways, when 
accidents became frequent, it was suggested 
that protection wonld be afforded to the 
passengers’ if a director were compelled to 
ride on the front, buffers of the locomotive. 
I do not know that this method was ever 
actually adopted, but the moral of it should 
not be forgotten. In the not-distant future 
the quiet, law-abiding citizens of Dublin mav 
learn with horror that the father and 
relatives of some butchered child have taken 
the law into their own hands and have 
converted the offending ‘bus, lorry or motor 
car into & juggernaut over “the prostrate 
body of the driver.—Yours, etc..

UNEMPLOYMENT AND 
INSURANCE. 

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Bin,—There are many ways of making a 
living, but ‘the best that I know is that of 
unemployment, as proved by my experience. 
I have a small garden, in which 1 employ a 
man for two days a week, when | can get 
one, but it is difficult, because most men 
are looking for a job; few if any are looking 
for work; there is a big difference between 
the two. Recently a young man offered his 
services atid said that he wanted 5s. a day. 
1 engaged him and told him that, if he 
worked, 1. would give him two days a week. 
He gave fair satisfaction and J recommended 
him to a friend, who agreed to employ him 
two more days weekly. 1 told the workman 
the joyful news. He asked me if my friend 
would take his relation, who was married 
and had a wife to support, I thought him 
very considerate, Later he told me that he 
had seen my friend and thought it better 
that his relation should come to me and he 
would go to my friend, as he himself knew 
more about flowers. 

The relation eame and did not satisfy me; 
and the first man came to know what was 
wrong. I told him that his friend would 
not suit me, ang asked himself to return. 
““But,” he said, “Í cannot work more than 
two days a week or J shall get six months in 
jail.” I asked why, and he told me that he 

drawing the ‘' dole’’ 


and he would be 
prosecuted by the Government if he worked 
more than two days in any week. He 
accused me of “ upsetting all his arrange- 
ments ’’; that by his relation’s working two 
days with me he qualified for the “ dole,”’ 
and he himself, working two days for my 
friend, qualified also. In any case, he said, 
5s. a day was too small for odd days. 1 
refused to pay more than 5s. and we parted. 
The pay for this class of workman is Ws. 
for working the full week; those two men 
can make more money by working for two 
days and drawing the dole, I made inquiries

Quail. 


| Now that the Free State Government 
is making determined efforts to inerease 
the game supply, surely here is an oppor- 


tunity to re-introduce the once abundant - 


quail—now, alas, an irregular summer 
visitor. Numbers of these birds might 
easily be obtained and released on selected 
ground in the early spring, or enclosed in 
large wire runs, from which a certain 
number of young birds could be dis- 
tributed every year. The annual migra- 
tion would, of course, have to be reckoned 
with, but a large proportion of the birds 
should return to their old haunts. As a 
game bird quail offer quite good sport, 
while their gastronomic qualities have en- 
deared them throughout the ages to all 
followers of Lucullus and Apicius. 
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shoots get steadily worse. The tenant or 
owner who does poison finds that he is jn 
the middle of a number of shoots where 
vermin are not discouraged, with the natural 
result that, as soon as he got rid of what he 
can, they come in over his neighbour's 
boundary, and he has it all te do again. 

It must be conceded that the greatest 
enemy of the partridge is the potato spray, 
young birds picking up the insects killed by 
the spray, with the result that their 
intestines are burned by the strong vitriol 
solution. This is, of course, unavoidable. 
In my opinion, what is required to improve 
our shooting is the compulsory) destruction 
of vermin by every tenant or owner of shoot- 
ing, with an agreed number of poison baits 
per acre, put down during an agreed period, 
after every shooting season has closed. 
Vroper destruction of yermin would do much 
for our shoots, but a close season, as 
suggested, would do absolute harm, and so 
long as nature produces more male than 
female birds, with both partridge and grouse, 
this must be so.—Yours, etc.,

Pioneer Discomforts. 

The Railway Centenary celebrations are 
a reminder that railway travel was once 
dangerous and very uncomfortable. In 
“The Iron Road Book and Railway Com- 
panion ” of 1838 some advice is tendered 
to passengers. 


‘Get as far away from the engine as 


ssible,” it says, “for this reason: 
First, should an explosion take place, you 
may happily get off with th. loss of an 
arm or a leg; whereas, if you should 
happen to be placed near the said piece 
of hot machinery and an unfortunate 
accident occur, you weuld very probably 
be ‘smashed to smithereens,’ as brother 
Jonathan most expressively terms te 
likely result of such an occurrence, 


Secondly, the vibration is very much 
diminished t) farther you get away from 
the engine. Thirdly, always sit (if you 
can get a seat) with vour back towards 
the engine, against the boarded part of 
the wagon; by this pian you will avoid 
being chilled by a cold cirenit of air 
which passes through thes2 open wagons, 
and also save yourself from being nearly 
blinded by the small cinders which escape 
through the funnel.’ 


The Hoopoe. 


In the list of birds contained in the 
National Museum, compiled by the late 
R. J. Ussher, the paragraph about. the 
hoopoe winds up with the following: ‘* A 
conspicuous bird, which might breed here 
if it were not shot.’’ The same applies to 
all other rare or brilliantly coloured birds. 
There is no reason why the hoopoe should 
not arrive yearly. He is beautiful. 
innocuous, and not in the least dainty in 
his choice of food. Long ago the boopoe 
lacked the magnificent crest he now has, 
and was, indeed, somewhat inconspicuous. 
According to the story, a great king of the 
time had decided to marry a bride from 
Asia, and to do her honour had sent his 
army to meet her at the port of landing 
and escort her to his royal city. There, by 
his special command, all the birds of the 
air were to await her arrival, shade her 
from the sun with their wings, and regale 
her with sweet songs. All the fedthered 
tribes agreed, except the hoopoe. Perhaps, 
he knew something of the lady’s character. 
At any rate, he refused to go, and sought 
refuge in a distant cavern. Hearing of 
this, the king was wroth, and commanded 
that the offender be brought before him. 
So well did the hoopoe defend himself and 
his lofty seruples that the king was lost 
in admiration at such virtue. Then, re- 


placed. it on the chaste bird's, saying: 
‘Thou are a very king among birds, and 
shalt for ever be crowned.’’ Charles 
Whymper is my authority for this quaint 
story. 


Newgate. 


A composite map of the walls of Dublin, 
by Leonard R. Strangways, M.I.R.A., in- 
dicates that the old ruins recently re- 
moved from Corn Market were part of 
‘‘ the Southeaste Towre of the Newe 
Gate.’’ This was once the strongest point 
in the city defences. In the twelfth cen- 
tury the civic laws enacted that the watch- 
man should there begin his “ patrolle,’’ 
thence through High street to the Tholsel, 
and as far as “ the other lane leading 
to theyhouse of Thomas le Marechal.’’ In 
the sixteenth century the city wall at “the 
Newe Gate, which hath two towres,”’ 
‘ seventeen foote hie and fyfe foote thicke 
and no rampier within the said wall.” I: 
connected up the six gates that protected 
the landward entrances, and between the 
gates there were towers at distances vary- 
ing up to three hundred and fifty feet, 
An excerpt from an old work in my 
possession may be taken as a fair descrip- 
tion of these towers: “.. . . three stories 
hie with three tymber loftes, and the loer 
storie three lowpes (loop-holes), in the 
second storie one lowpe, and in the third 
storie twoe lowpes. . the wall six foote 
thicke nineteen foote sqware within. 
the Towre forty-six foote hie, besydes the 


garrettes.’’

GENERAL HICKIE’S VISIT.

TULLAMORE, Friday. 

General Sir William Hickie, K.C.B., visited 
Tullamore last night and performed the cere- 
mony of opening a new annexe, .containing 
baths, etc., to the British Legion Club pre- 
mises.

MORE FLOODING IN DUBLIN 
YESTERDAY. 

If the heavy rain that has been experienced 

in Dublin at intervals since the beginning of 
the present month continues for the next ten 
days, September will be recorded as a wetter 
period than last month, which was con- 
tinuously wet. The total rainfall in Dublin 
for... August .was 5.04 inches,.and the total 
rainfall for this month up to yesterday was 
4.19 inches. The average rainfall for the 
same period in September for ten years was 
1.83 inches, so that the rainfall for this 
month, up to yesterday evening, was 2.36 
inches above the avérage for September for 
ten years. During the last. two years Sep- 
tember was very dry, but this year it is 
proving to be abnormally wet. 
Yesterday morning there was a.renewal of 
the torrential showers in Dublin, causing 
flooding in some districts, including Clontarf, 
where the Tramway Company employed their 
“ submarine,’’ a special car used on this 
route in bad weather, and Fairview. At 
the latter place the flooding, which occurred 
between 10.30-and 12 o'clock in the day, 
causéd great inconvenience to people going 
to and coming from the city. Many of them 
who were travelling in tramcars were trans- 
ferred to the Tramway Company's omni- 
buses.

ALEXANDRA COLLEGE 
GARDEN. 

Now that the season for the opening of 
the Gardens in aid of the Nurses’ Pension 
Fund is drawing to a close, all who can do 
so should avail themselves of the opportunity 
afforded by Miss White to visit Alexandra 
College to-day, when the garden there will 
be open in aid of the Fund. It will be a 
surprise to most people to find so many plants 
‘all a-growing and a-blooming’’ within the 
city's boundarv, but Miss White, in spite of 
a very full daily curriculum, has not forgotten 
that ‘‘a garden is a lovesome thing. ' 
Although it is now late in the season, a glow 
of autumn colour greets the visitor. Many 
beautiful Michaelmas daisies are in bloom. 
Aster, royal blue—which, unlike the name, is 
a lovely soft mauve—flourishes beside Grey 
Lady—a quaint novelty, Chrysanthemum 
bronze buttercup needs no other description 
than the name. Dahlias are there, too—new 
varieties—a soft, pink shade, which gives a 
warm glow of colour in the grey days of 
autumn. 

A group of Agapanthus—the blue lily of 
South Africa—is_ still blooming, having 
wintered in the open. These seem to have 
flowered well this summer in a great many 
gardens around Dublin, and no one need 
despair of growing them out of doors if the 
place selected for planting them is near the 
shelter of a sunny wall; but they should be 
protected from severe frost. 

There are two small water lily ponds and 
beside one is a large clump of pheasant’s 
tail grass. Rockeries and a moraine provide 
places for many rock and Alpine plants, and 
these must have exhibited a mas: of colour 
in springtime and early summer. Among 
them was peeping the small purple fiower of 
the hyssop of the Bible. 

The background to all this natural beautv 
brick wall covered with various 
creepers, and the rich bronze- 
leaved Prunus near bv makes a _ beautiful 
contrast to the bright red berries of a 
pyracantha that rambles over the wal!

The death of Mr. Sidney Bourne, Chairman of 
the Crystal Palace A.F.C... reamoves a very well- 
known and pepular figure from the world of sport. 
For many years Chairman of the Southern League 
before the chief clubs threw in their lot with the 
Football League, Mr. Bourne brought to the game 
on its afficial side valuable experience gained on the 
field of play. He kept goal for Champion Hill, 
and he often referred to the Mosquitos. a team 
ready to meet opponents either at the Rugby or 
Association game, In the late “eighties” he 
helped Lyndhurst to win the Surrey Cup, and of a 
tie against Godalming he used to recount how his 
arm suffered from stopping many shots from G. 0.
